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GOVERNMENT DECLINES TO 
~~ ESTABLISH RIVAL CONMISSION 


Soldiers in All Parts of 


Dominion Are Greatly Disappointed 


TORONTO RETURNED. MEN DE- 
MAND GRATUITY AND -THREATEN 
DRASTIC ACTION IF REFUSED 


Ottawa; Sept. 7,—Great disappoint- 
ment was exhibited by national offi- 
cers of the Great War Veterans’ as- 
sociation this evening at the refusal 
of the government to establish a 
royal commission to determine the 
practicability of further financial as- 
sistance in the re-establishment of 
returned soldiers. The final decision 
of the government was communicated 
by the prime minister last Friday to 
the Dominion executive committee 
and was received with indignation, as 
the request had been considered “in 
view ‘of existing circumstances” as 
quite reasonable. ‘9 

Acting on the mandate of the an- 
nual Dominion convention, held in 
Vancouver’ last July, the Dominion 
executive committee recently waited 
upon the premier-to urge the creation 
of the commission advocated by that 
convention to deal with the wide- 
spread demand for a bonus to re- 
turned soldiers. 

FEARS FURTHER EXPENDITURS 

Sir Robert Porden stated that the 
government was not prepared to give 
favorable consideration to any pro- 
ject which would involve further ex- 
penditure than that already proposed 
for the work of re-establishment, but 
that the request of the association for 
a@ commission would be dealt with at 
an early date. The executivé com- 
mittee of the veterans then deputed 
a@ special committee to remain in Ot- 
tawa, awaiting this decisiofi. The 
premier, however, in his final an- 
nouncement, stated that {t was not 
consistent with the responsibilities of 
the government to enquire into facts 
already within its possession. 

Judging from the numerous tele- 
grams which have been received in 
Ottawa at the national headquarters 
of the Great War Veterans’ associa- 
tion and by’ members of parliament, 
the numerous branches of the associ- 
ation are not disposed to accept the 
decision of the government’ with 
good grace. Already several promi- 
nent members of the Unionist party 
have interceded with the prime min- 
ister for a reconsideration of the at- 
titude ‘adopted by the government. 

G.W.V.A. PLAYED THE GAME. 

“The Great War Veterans’ associ- 


ation has ‘played the game’ on this 
question,” stated President Purney, 
of the Veterans, “but no recognition 
is given to this fact in the attitude 
assumed by the government. ‘There 
is no disposition on the -part of the 
veterans to make any defmand which 
would tax the financial resources of 
the country, but the desire for a more 
equitable program of re-establishment 
has become so generally insistent as 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the subject imperative.

The Dominion secretary-treasurer 
was authority for the statement that 
the information had been conveyed to 
the government in the matter, and 
that the ministers had not denied the 
association the privilege of further 
discussion upon the subject. He also 
stated that no campaign would be in- 
stituted calculated to embarrass the 
present administration, as adjustment 
was still possible. 

GRIESBACH ASKS QUESTIONS 

Ottawa. Sept. 6th—Brig.-General

TORONTO VETERANS ON VERGE 
OF DRASTIC STEP. 

Toronto,Sept. 7.—Urgently demand- 
ing a gratuity of $2,000 for every re- 
turned soldier, a crowd of about 5,000 
returned men in Queen’s Park here 
this afternoon pledged themselves to 
“sleep, eat and drink gratuity’ till 
the Dominion government granted 
their demands for the $2,000. The 
crowd agreed not to accept anything 
less than this sum, since a comprom- 
ise would “show weakness” in their 
demands. The meeting had _ boen 
hurriedly called by a largé placard on 
a prominent street corner.

“Whereas the development of a hy- 
dro-electric system in the Province of 
Ontario has resulted in cheaper pow- 
er being furnished to the municipali- 
ties served by the system and ultim- 
ately to the consumer, 

“And whereas cheap power in On- 
tario has resulted in building up many 
industries in that Province, 

" “And whereas there are in the 
Province of Alberta an undeveloped 
water power sufficient to furnish 
enough power to supply practically 
all the municipalities in Alberta, and 
Taw materials that could be manu- 
factured were cheap power available, 

“Therefore be it resolved that the 
Provincial Government be requested 
to formulate a policy for the develop- 
ment of these water powers and the 
sale to municipalities of power at the 
lowest possible price. And that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to the 
Convention of the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities and the Councils of the 
principal cities and towns in Alberta 
with a request for endorsation, and 
to the Provincial government.” Car- 
ried.

King, who conferred upon him the 
runk. of Field Marshai of the Britisn 
Army. 

At the Guildhall lates the Marshel 
received the honorary freedom vu? the 
City of London and was presented 
with a Sword of Honor. 

In his reply, addressing the Jord 
Mayor and a distinguished company, 
which included Sir Douglas Haig,. Sir 
Henry Wilson, Sir Ian Hamilton, Ad- 
miral Wemyss and Mr. Churchill, Mr. 
Long and other members of. the gov- 
ernment, the Marshal closed as fol-: 
lows: 

“In the spring of 1918 the British 
armies were greatly exhausted by the 
attacks in March on the Somme, in 
April on the Lys, at Bailleul, at Mont 
Kemmel, and at Ypres. Nevertheless, 
in July they were restored again to 
perfect moral and physical condition. 
They had been reinforced by nearly 
200,000 men and by a considerable 
amount of material in artillery, am- 
munition and tanks. 

“Asa collaborator] had Sir Douglas 
Haig, a chief who spared more than 
any other the lives of his men, a chief 
ofthe highest experience and skill and 
of the utmost tenacity and loyalty to 
his friends. What interviews we had 
during those six months of a hard 
campaign!—he coming from the north 
and I from the centre or the right of 
the vast front. In spite of the great 
distances and the fatigue we sought 
each other like the two big brothers 
of the family, in order to live in close 
intimacy and toensure by an absolute 
community of ideas the more and 
more rapid march of our armies.” 

“We had to decide upon and main- 
tain the direction of events and to 
force them to the point. On Novem- 
ber 9 I sent Sir Douglas Haig the 
following telegram, certain that I 
should be loyally followed by him 
and his armies: 


“The disorganized enemy, owing 
to our repeated attacks, is giving 
way along the whole front. It is 
essential to maintain and acceler- 
ate our operations. I call upon the 
energy and the initiative of the 
Commanders-in-Chief and their ar- 
mies in order to render decisive 
the results obtained.” 


“My collaborators, too, are called 
Rawlinson, Byng, Horne, Birdwood, 
Plumer, Lawrence, and many others. 
From their magnificent spirit of de- 
cision, their experience and _ their 
dash_there emerged that attack on a 
front of nearly 200 kilometres, from 
Villers-Bretonneaux to Ypres, which, 
pursued without stop from August 8 
to November 11, recaptured’ the 
ground conquered by the enemy, car- 
ried the formidable organization of 
the Hindenburg line, and kept up its 
decisive march, which became more 
and more swift, in order to cross the 
Meuse, the Rhine, and how much far- 
ther I do not know, if the armistice 
had not stopped it. 


SALUTE THE GLORIOUS DEAD 


“Let me pay a tribute to these 
chiefs and to their . indefatigable 
troops—whether British, Canadian, 


Australian or from New Zealand— 
whose dash after four years of war 
carried them further than anyone had 
hoped. Those were the robust ele- 
ments of victory. 

“Above all, let us salute the glor- 
ious dead who sleep in the earth of 
France. Faithfully, pjously, jealous- 
ly, we shall guard them and _ keep 
their memory alive, because to us 
they are a testimony and a pledge. 
They fell in a foreign land, a distant 
one for many of them,and they affirm- 
ed that the peoples beyond the seas 


of the continent and to join in the 
defense of liberty and civilization. If 
our sons ‘in the generations to come 
should ever forget this, the dead will 
rise to recall to them this common 
duty. 

“Thus the union of our great peo- 
ples, which has become a necessity 
and which was in the past a historic 
reality, is sealed by the blood of our 
heroes and decides for us the obliga- 
tions of tomorrow. It is in this mem- 
ory of our formidable common efforts 
and in this hope that our collabora- 
tion may always remain as close as 
hitherto, I accept with deep gratitude 
the freedom of your city and this 
sword of honor, the pledge of your 
friendship to which I can set no 
price.”

NOAUNATION 


WITH MEN 


“You. cannot maintain an Al nation | _ 


with a C3 population.” 


“The most important workshop in 
the land is: the home.” rhe

‘If. the health of the country had 
been looked after properly, Britain 
would have had one million’. more 
fighting: men at the front.”"—From 
Lloyd ‘George’s Manchester speech, 

David .Lloyd George, premier of 
Great Britain, in a recent speech ,at 
Manchester, which ranks among the 
no‘able addresses ofthe war period, 
sounded'a-solemn.: warning to his 
country, which contains a message 
to the other nations of the world 
which are ‘waging the conflict for 
democracy. 

“You cannot maintain an Al nation 
with a C3 population,” the premier 
declared in emphasizing the fact that 
England's neglect of the welfare of 
the people ig responsible for the phys- 
ical deficiency of a great number of 
its men,of fighting age. With the 
end of the war, he pointed out, the 
conditions which created this condi- 
tion must be corrected through a 
general economic reform which will 
ensure to every man and woman a 
comfortable home, good wages and 
broader opportunities,and so to every 
child health and the right physical 
and mental development. 

Mr. Lloyd George’s speech in part 
follows: 

“As soon as the unseen hand casts 
the rainbow of peace on the skies 
we must be ready. And to be ready 
is summarized in one counsel. We 
must profit by the lessons of the war. 

“The first lesson it has taught us 
is the immense importance of main- 
taining the solidarity of the British 
Empire. The British Empire has 
rendered a service to humanity the 
magnitude of which will appear 
greater and greater as this genera- 
tion recedes into the past. It helped 
to stop the onrush of barbarism that 
was sweeping over Burope. It has 
held the unfenced highways of the 
world free for the armies of freedom 
to pass and repass. To permit such 
an organization to fall to pieces after 
the war would be a crime against civ- 
ilization. 

“The next great lesson of the war 
is that if the state, if Britain, is to be 
thoroughly equipped to face any 
emergency of either peace or war, the 
state must take a more constant and 
more intelligent interest in the health 
and fitness of the people. If the em- 
pire is to be equal to this task, the 
men and women who make up the em- 
pire must be equal to theirs. How 
does Britain stand in the Nght of that 
test? We have done great things in 
this war. We could have accomplish- 
ed greater if this country had been in 
a sound condition. What has been 
ours? Let us talk quite frankly. 

“We have had a ministry of nation- 
al service set up in this country, and 
since then we have had the most 
carefully compiled statistics as to the 
health of the people, certainly  be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 42. That is 
the age of fitness and the age of 
strength. What has it revealed? 

“You have the three grades—your 
Al, your B2, and your C3—and all I 
can tell you is this, that the results 
of these examinations are sufficiently 
startling—I do not mini using the 
word appalling. I hardly dare to tell 
you what it is in some parts of Lan- 
cashire. The number of B2 and C3 
men throughout the kingdom is pro- 
digious, so much so that we have half 
suspected the doctors. But there 
was a re-examination, which did not 
make very much difference, and I 
apologize to the doctors—for the 
first time. 

“What does it mean? When you 
look at it, it means this—that we 
have used our human material in this 
country prodigally, foolishly, cruelly. 
I asked the minister of national ser- 
vice huw many men we could have 
put into the fighting ranks if the 
health of the country had been prop- 
erly looked after, and I was staggered 
at the reply. It-was a considered re- 
ply. He said at least one million. If 
we had only had that number this 
war would earlier have ended trium- 
phantly for us. 

“But here we are, combing out es- 
sentialindustries—there arequestions 
whether you should put miners back 
or keep them in the army (a few tens 
of thousands); whether you should 
put a few thousands more into muni- 
tions work. And yet you had _ one 
million men who, if the state had 
taken proper care of the fitness of the 
people, would have been available for 
the war. And the vigor and strength 
of the workers of this country have 
been unsatisfactory even in pursuits 
where all conditions are favorable to 
the development of a fine physique— 
agriculture. The results in agricul- 
ture have been almost as disappoint- 
ing as in almost any other industry— 
a thoroughly healthy occupation of 
that kind. 

“Everywhere a virile race has been 
wasted byneglect and want of thought 
for it. It is a danger to the state 
and to the empire. 

“I solemnly warn my fellow coun- 
trymen you cannot maintain an Al 
empire with a C3 population. 

“And unless this lesson is learned 
the war will have been in vain. Our 
schooling has cost us dear, but if we 
make the best use of it I believe it 
will be worth it all in the end, even 
in the saving of human life. 

“Care for the health of the people 
is the secret of national efficiency. It 
is the secret of national recuperation. 
With our machinery we take the 
greatest care. It is material. The 
way we look after it if the steel is 
defective through badly ventilated or 
ill-constructed furnaces or insufficient 
fuel! If the machine is inadequately 
oiled or looked after or overworked, 
if repairs are not done in time and 
done thoroughly—well, your machin- 
ery is no use. 

“And man is the most delicately 
constructed of all machines. It is

bad business not to look after the 
men, the women, and—if I may say 
so—above all, the children. 

“Now the most important work- 
shop in this land is the home. And 
the quality of the steel in the national 
fabric depends upon the home. If it 
is unhealthy, ill-equipped, ill-supplied 
or ill-managed, the quality becomes 
defective and it cannot bear the 
strain, 


“What are the influences that make 
for the health of the people? The 
first is, the houses in which the peo- 
ple live. You cannot bring up a 
healthy people {n unhealthy homes. 
Why, even those who rear animals 
will tell you that. The problem of 
housing in this country is the most 
urgent that awaits treatment. We 
have talked about it, we have played 
with it for forty, fifty years, but it has 
never been really taken in hand. It 
has only been taken in hand in the 
way an untidy or slovenly housewife 
takes up the cleaning of her house— 
just that part where the visitors can 
see. 

“There has been too much of that 
in our cities. The slums, the bad 
houses—they are out of sight. That 
is not the way to deal with a problam 
which affects the strength of the 
nation. No, government, no party has 
had’ to grapple with it in the way a 
good business man would grapple 
with some sort of rottenness which 
he discovered in his business, and 
which was’ wasting his assets. He 
would not trifle with it; he would 
have the thing thoroughly searched 
out and put right. That is what ought 
to be done. It is equally true of the 
whole field of public life. We have 
had acts of parliament running into 
hundreds of sections; we have had 
regulations that would fill a library; 
we have had the most attractive pic- 
tures of model dwellings circulated, 
and we have had endless authorities. 
But you cannot plow the waste land 
with writing paper; you cannot sweep. 
away slums with paint brushes, and 
you cannot bind the gaping wounds 
of the people with red tape. That is 
our first problem. 


“The next is this; There ought to 
be a more intelligent organization of 
the forces which have specially in 
charge the health of the nation—na- 
tional, municipal, medical. We have 
enormous losses to make up. The 
crippled and the wounded must come 
first; but we must also think of the 
children who are to fill up the gap in 
the generation that is to come. 

“The state must see that they are 
built up into astrong,healthy and vig- 
orous people. There is no surer way 
of strengthening the country than 
that. 

“What more are we to do to im- 
prove the life of the people? Wages 
during the war have been raised and 
we must see in the future that labor 
is requitted with wages that will sus- 
tain Hfe in full vigor. I am glad to 
see that in agriculture wages have 
gone up. There must be healthier 
conditions in the workshops. Many 
of them are admirable; many of them 
are tolerable, many are not tolerable. 
Bad health for the nation is bad busi- 
ness for all. 

“There are times in the history of 
the world when nations take a great 
leap forward into the light. This is 
such a time. There is a great river 
in eastern Europe which, after mean- 
dering sluggishly through hundreds 
of leagues, finding a great barrier in 
its road, concentrates the whole 
of its strength to break through— 
rushes along and then merges into a 
sunnier land and into more fertile 
plains. That is the story of the na- 
tional life of this country before, dur- 
ing, and after the war. It has taken 
a great rush forward, and when it 
emerges from the _ rocks, through 
which its torrents are now struggling. 
it will deploy into a sunnier and a 
fairer land. 

SEES THE STORM SIGNALS. 

“The men who endure the discom- 
fort, the terror, the torture of this 
mighty struggle have not gone 
through it all to re-establish more 
firmly in this land, for which they 
have fought, the dominion of slums; 
of wages that will not maintain, let 
alone cheer life; of confusion and dis- 
organization, which creates waste, in- 
efficiency, misery and squalor. 

“But to enable the nation to bear 
the gigantic burden of debt which the 
war will impose upon it, and the still 
greater burden of recuperation and 
reconstruction, we must see that the 
national resources are developed to 
the full, and that the state renders 
all assistance in its power for the at- 
tainment of that object. Comfort 
is the surest preventative of anarchy, 
but comfort involves plenty. How 
can you insure plenty? By insuring 
the best conditions of production. If 
abundance is not there you cannot 
distribute it. That is an_ obvious 
truth the Bolsheviks seem to have 
overlooked. The Bolsheviks began 
with distribution and ended with dis- 
tribution. Production did not  con- 
cern them. That is the surest road 
to national poverty, and it is the Bol- 
shevist method. 

“The state must help, the state 
must promote, the state must encour- 
age production; it must remove hind- 
rances to production; it must insure 
that confidence and security which is 
essential to production. There must 
be no shirking from national organ- 
ization, national production and na- 
tional assistance. 

“In my Welsh home we have an 
invariable method of ascertaining 
when the storm is coming. There is

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COAL AND OTHER 
SOURCES OF POWER 


Lord Moulton has been interviewed 
by the London Observer on the ques- 
tion of power for mechanical purpo- 
ses. “We have no real alternative 
to coal as a source of power,” he says. 


This is, and so far as one can see, 
must remain our great source and 
foundation. on which civilization is 
based.” There must be economy and 
a proper use of coal so as to obtain 
the maximum of power. 

“IT suppose that means 
asked, and Lord Moulton assented. 
“Yes,” he said, “it means gas. We 
must use gas to heat our boilers, and 
we must use the coke in our houses. 
We must also extract all the oil pos- 
sible, all the benzol and paraffin from 
the coal, and use them very carefully 
where we must, in the services for 
which oil is essential. Consider, for 
instance, the advantages of having a 
navy burning oil fuel. In any navy 
one-third of the ships must always be 
coaling. Substitute oil for coal, and 
the bunkers can be filled at sea, and 
you have that great immediate gain 
in the strength of your fleet. But 
there is one thing to be remembered 
—if your oil for the fleet must come 
from overseas, then in time of war 
you are going to be in a very danger- 
ous position unless you can be sure 
of the command of the sea.” 

It is evident that Lord Moulton is 
thinking of Great Britain, where such 
substitutes for coal as oil and water 
power are not available to a large 
extent. He dnes_ not, however, ig- 
nore these substitutes. He speaks, 
not only of oil and water power, bu: 
of possible use of the rays of the 
sun obtained directly. 

“It is all a matter of finding a meth- 
od of harnessing the energy which 
the sun is pouring down upon the 
earth every day everywhere. Per- 
haps there may be a time when some 
one will discover how to collect tnat 
euergy directly. It might be possible 
to go to some of the cloudless spaces 
of the earth, such as the Sahara 
Desert, and there to erect apparatus 
which would enable the world to draw 
its necessary supplies of power im- 
mediately from the sun, but it has 
not been done yet.”

GIVE THE BOYS A CHANCE. 


The Dominion government is _ not 
acting wisely, in our opinion, in de- 
clining to confer with the committee 
of the Great War Veterans Associa- 
tion on the question of gratuities to 
the returned men. Veterans in all 
parts of Canada are up in arms 
against this unlooked for rebuff. The 
veterans at least are entitled to a 
fair hearing, and we hope the gov- 
ernment will reconsider the matter 
and give the committee a full and 
impartial opportunity to state their 
case. This is only justice to a large 
portion of the best men we have in 
the Dominion of Canada. Give the 
boys a chance. 


GIVE THE BOYS THE BONUS. 


The News favors the $2,000 bonus 
to returned soldiers because we be- 
lieve it will not cost the country as 


much in the long run as it will cost 
to carry out the numerous schemes 
to give employment and big salaries 
to the higher ups. 

Every man who went to’ France 
should be given the same bonus ir- 
respective of rank or position. 

All other gratuities should be cut 
out. It is stated another six months’ 
gratuity to the veterans is thought of. 
Privates to get $70 per month, Lien- 
tenants $100 a month, and so on up. 
This will make up a pretty large 
portion of the bonus to the veter- 
ans. Cut it out and give the men 
what they ask for. They have earn- 
ed it. They are worthy of it, and if 
all other expenditure is cut out, all 
the numerous schemes to give the 
big fellows the big end of the stick 
is cut out, we believe the country 
will be the gainer in the end.

FIRM HANDLING 
~ OF PROFITEERS IS 
DEBATE FEATURE 


MEMBER FOR ST. JOHNS DE- 
CLARES HIGH COST OF LIVING 
OF PRIME IMPORTANCE 


Ottawa, Sept. 5—Demands for firm 
handling of the profiteers was again 
the feature of the house debate on 
the address. Joseph Demers, K,C., of 
St. Johns, thought the problem of 
the cost of living was of more import- 
ance to Canadians than-ratification of 
the peace treaty by the Dominion 
parliament. It was high time for the 
government to take speedy action to 
avoid further crime and possible rey- 
olution. As to the ratification of the 
treaty, that according to Mr. Demers, 
would result only in Canada binding 
herself to financial and military par- 
ticipation in any war caused by the 
dictation of one of the signatories. 

From other opposition members 
came crfticisms of the government in 
regard to the cost of living with the 
further plea for amnesty in favor of 
defaulters under the Military 3ervice 
Act. To the latter plea Dr. Edwards 
Frontenac, replied that it was useless 
to go after defaulters with feather 
dusters and ice cream cones. They 
had failed to do their duty and they 
should be punished. The cost of liv- 
ing, too, was not a new problem, but 
it aroused attention today because it 
affected those not affected before. 

On the whole the debate was spirit- 
less and almost’ without incident. 
There was every expectation it would 
expire before the house rose, but the 
acting leader of the opposition in- 
timated that there were others yet to 
speak, and it was adjourned. As de- 
bate on the peace treaty has right of 
way between Monday and Thursday, 
it is unlikely that debate on the ad- 
aress will be resumed before next 
Friday.

FIGHT AGAINST 
ONE BIG UNION 


Toronto, Sept. 6.—Extensive organ- 
ization plans were mapped out by the 
Canadian Federation of Labor at the 
closing session of the annual conven- 
tion yesterday. It is the intention of 
the federation to spread propaganda 
furth@ring the cause of purely nation- 
al labor organizations throughout the 
dominion. Tentative plans were for- 
mulated in this regard, which will 
provide for a special organizer who 
will make a tour of the western prov- 
inces and compete against the en- 
croachments of the One Big Union in 
the labor field. The views expressed 
at the convention today were that the 
One Big Union failed in that it elimi- 
nated the very necessary factor of 
trade autcnomy,as the One Big Union 
brings all trades under one domina- 
tion. This is held by the Canadian 
Federation of Labor to be prejudicial 
to the interests of various crafts, as 
each individual organization 1s be- 
lieved to be best equipped to direct 
its own particular affairs.

Weakness’ continues in the cattle 
markets, and at Calgary the beef 
steers are down at least half a dol- 
lar, and the fat cows are 50c to 75c 
lower. Receipts have been fairly 
heavy during the latter part of the 
week, and the stuff is- being moved at 
the lower levels. The’ steers : are 
worth from $10 up when they are 
good, and the advance above ‘the 
above price is from 25c to 50c, ac- 
cording to quality, and occasionally 
a very good steer at $11. ‘ Thuraday’s 
market on cows showed a big drop, 
and the tops are down to $8.50. Calves 
have been fluctuating, and while 
some were sold at $10, they were 
down again on. Thursday to $9. 
Stockers and feeders have been re- 
duced, the heavy feeders quoted 
around $8.75, and stacker steers from 
$6 to $7, Stocker heifers are a little 
stronger than last week, with the 
tops now at $7.25. Bulls, stags and 
oxen aré quoted lower. 

Prices at Edmonton show very 
little reduction except on the cows, 
which are down half a dollar with 
the tops at $8.50. The U.S. huyers 
are shipping out a great many of the 
feeders at prices from $8.00 to $9.00. 
Farmers are busy harvesting and this 
makes the country business compara- 
tively slow except for the number of 
associations which are buying breed- 
ing stock under governmental assist- 
ance. The good results of the move- 
ment of cattle to the extreme north 
last fall is nqw being shown in sev- 
eral shipments being returned as 
beef to be sold at Edmonton. August 
was the record month in the history 
of Edmonton yards. 


Hogs 

There were scarcely gnough hogs 
offered at Calgary this week to nrake 
a market. There were a few sold on 
Thursday at $18.50, and the receipts 
this morning were also very light and 
quoted at $18.50. 

Edmonton also shows light receipts 
of hogs and the priceshave been hold- 
ing between $18.00 and $18.50. 


Horses. 


In volume the horse movement 
shows no decrease and the prices on 
the lighter classes of horses of all 
kinds are still ‘low. Good teams 
which are occasionally sold bring 
good prices, but buyers for the really 
good ones are scarce.

Milk prices advanced this week to 
$3.50 per hundred. Special cream is 
quoted at 65c. Other prices un- 
changed. -Dairy and creamery butter 
in good demand and prices unchang- 
ed. Fancy dairy and special cream- 
ery is specially wanted. Eggs have 
been given a big boost this week 
and prices are from $15.00 to $15.50 
on the fresh ones. Price on poultry 
is being gradually reduced and fowl 
igs from 14c to 17c and chickens from 
20c to 26c. Alberta new potatoes 
are gradually dropping.

Port Colborne, Sept. 6.—At the in- 
quest here last night into the deaths

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LOANS TO NORMAL 


SCHOOL STUDENTS 


More students are wanted for the 
Normal classes. Students will be ad- 


mitted tq Normal schools up to Septem- 


ber 15. Normal schools opened Tues- 
day ,and while there has been a grati- 
fying response to the government’s 
offer to lend money sufficient to pay 
all the costs of Normal school training 
for any who are not able to finance 
themselves, there is still room at both 
Calgary and Camrose for more students 
to enter. In the last few days more 
than sixty studenta who had not 
thought of taking the course have se- 


cured their government loan and enter- 
ed on the work. The enrallment now 
stands at twa hundred and forty. 

The Minister of Rquoation is anxious 
that the oppartunity of securing a loan 
shal] net he withheld from any young 
man or young woman in the Province 
af Alberta who has the necessa'y High 
School training to gain admission to 
the teaching profession. Realizing 
that it takes some little time to inform 
the people of the entire province of a 
new departure of this kind, the Minister 
has decided that applications for loans 
wlil be considered and students admit- 
ted to the Normal schoo!s up to Mon- 
day morning, September 15. This 
should give everyone ample opportunity 
to make a decision. The amount. of 
money Which may be loaned to any 
student will not exceed $400, Many 
students are undertaking to finance the 
course at much legs, the applications 
running as low as $200 in some cases. 
The money will be repayable to the 
government over a period of two years 
dating from the close of the Normal 
school year term. It should not be for- 
gotten that teachers’ salaries have 
materially increased in the last year or 
two. There js a very rapidly increas- 
ing number of attractive positions of- 
fering in the teaching profession.

~ FINALLY REGULATED 


REFINERS ALLOWED MARGIN OF 
‘FORTY. CENTS PER HUNDRED 
POUNDS AND ‘RETAILERS ONE 
CENT PER POUND PLUS FREIGHT 
CHARGES. 
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Montreal, Sept. 83—The board of 
commerce this afternoon made \and 
issued its order concerning the sugar 
inquiry. The order, ,in “addition to 
Providing shipments by the. refiners 
in combination of two thousand tons 
of sugar for the western fruit grow- 
ers, dealt with the recently promulga- 
ted embargo uponthe export of sugar. 
It further provided for fair prices for 
sugar, which prices are made applic- 
able to the refiners, wholesalers and 


retailers. Tho embargo has been 
modified so as to permit the export 
of sugar, which was the subject of a 
bona fide binding contract for sale to 
persons abroad, heretofore made, pro- 
vided that no such shipments shall 
be made which will prevent any re- 
finer from. manufacturing and supply- 
ing for domestic consumption the 
amount of raw sugar previously allo- 
cated to it for that purpose. 

The board further orders that heré- 
after and until the board shall, if 
necessary, as the result of changed 
conditions, otherwise order any price 
on sales for consumption in Canada, 
shall be deemed an unfair price which 
exceedg a price arrived at on the fol- 
lowing basis: 


THE REFINERS’ PROFIT. 


“All sales by refiners may bear a 
net profit not greater than two-fifths 
of one per cent per pound, it being 
estimated that such profit will ensue 
from sales at not over 11 cents per 
pound, which sale price will include 
a commission of 1::t more than five 
per gent., payable by the refiners to 
wholesalers or other distributors, for 
the purpose of distribution to the re- 
tailer or other trade. 

“Wholesalers: All sales by whole- 
salers may produce not more than a 
five’ per cent. commission mentioned 
This five per cent. commission will 
be paid to the wholesalers by the 
refiners and will be included in the 
refiners’ price list. The refiners’ list 
price will be that at which the whole- 
saler will sell to the retailer.

Mr. McConnell stated that the St. 
Lawrence Sugar Refineries hoped to 
keep the price at 11 cents for the bal- 
ance of the year, “provided,” he said, 
‘we can get a reasonable amount of 
export.” 
~ There was a discussion with regard 
to the fixing of prices, and Mr. Mc- 
Connell pointed out that so far as the 
west is concerned the price would be 
on a different plan, owing to the diff- 
erence in freight rates. “A price 
could be made,” he said, “to cover. -- 
the east and Ontario, but there would 
have to be a variation in the figure 
for Western Canada.”

My 
Personal opinion is that before Christ- 
mas the wholesale price, which is 
now $10.50, will be $11.00 or $11.75. 
J. W. McConnell, of the St. Law- 
rence Sugar Refineries, Ltd., here in- 
terposed : “The ‘price depends to a 
reat extent on whether we are per- 
mitted to continue to fill our export 
orders, as with the lmrger profit that 
these represent, we can average up.” 
Mr. O’Connor (to Mr. McGibbon): 
“Why should there be such an ap- 
preciable increase in the price of 
Sugar in view of the fact that the 
United States will have a big beet 
crop in October, and Cuba also ex- 
pects a big year?” 

GOES TO GREAT BRITAIN 

Mr. McGibbon: “That will affect 
the American markets . principally. 
One of. the main reasons for the ad- 
vance is that Great Britain has given 
a preference to the British West 
Indies for their sugar, which hereto- 
fore came to Canada. The price for 
British West Indies was 6.10," it is 
now worth eight cents.” 
The most acute situation which 
claimed the attention of the board 
was the shortage df sugar in British 
Columbia, (the facts ‘surrounding 
which were presented by R. N: Win. 
slow, representing the British Colum: 
bia fruit growers and jobbers. Mr. 
Winslow pointed out that unless 
2,000 tons of sugar was — obtained 
within the next three weeks, when 
the largest move of fruit would be 
made, serious loss would follow. He 
stated that the estimated quantity 
required was based on an allowance 
of one pound of sugar to four of fruit. 
A number of letters and telegrams 
from various parts of Canada were 
read by Captain W. White, secretary, 
which called attention to the shortage 
of sugar and the necessity for imme- 
diate alleviation of the situation. 
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DOCTSRS OPPOSED 
TC LIQUOR BUSINESS 


DEFEAT RESOLUTION LIMITING 
NUMBER OF PRESCRIPTIONS 
AND ASK THE GOVERNMENT 
TO HANDLE LIQUOR ITSELF. 


Giving short shrift to a resolution 
by Dr. Lincoln of Calgary, and Dr. 


Whitelaw of Edmonton, calling for 
the limitation of the number of pre- 
scriptions for liquor to 50 per month 
for every medical man, the Alberta 
Medical association on Wednesday at 
Calgary asked that the dispensing of 
liquor be taken out of the hands of 
the doctors and carried on solely by 
the attorney general’s department, or 
failing this, “that the act be carried 
as originally voted on by the people.” 
fhe resolution embodying this pro- 
posal was moved hy Dr. L. S. Mackid 
and seconded by Dr. J. S. McEachern. 
It asks specifically that the province 
of Albertadispense liquor through the 
machinery of the attorney-general by 
the vendors “ior beverage purposes.” 
As the sale liquor for beverage 
Purposes fs specifically prohibited hy 
the enactment of the legislature, this 
portion of the resoluticn would ap- 
pear to require some expianation and 
interpretation. 
DENOUNCE CERTAIN DOCTORS 
Strong denunciation of the men- 
bers of the medical profession who 
have taken advantage of the system 
to carry on a wholvsale business in 
prescriptions for beverage purposes, 
was expressed by tie speakers at the- 
meeting of the essociation vesterday. 
That such conduct is discreditable 
to the profession and that it tends to 
lower the status of the practice of 
medicine, was an opinion to which 
the most forcefai kind of cxpression 
was given. Mone of the spcakers, 
however, mentioned the name of any 
one of the various well-known profit- 
eers who, becaus2 of the handsome 
profit which the writing of prescrip- 
tions provides, give far more atten- 
tion to “this lucrative trade than to 
the care of a legitimate practice. 
Hon. John R. Boyle, attorney-gen- 
eral, who briefly addressed the con- 
vention, while deciaring himself un- 
willing to advise the medical profes 
sion as to the general policy which 
they should adopt, indicated that the 
Alberta liquor_act, “with all its im- 
perfections, has accomplished a great 
deal and is bringing about sobriety 
and saving money.”

TREAL PRIOR TO WESTERN 
VISIT 


Montreal, Sept. 2—Hundreds of 
thousands of people acclaimed {fhe 
Prince of Wales as he passed through 
the streets of Montreal today on a 
short tour of the city’s-sights before 
he goes on his western trip. The 
prince arrived in the city from Ot- 
tawa at 10.30. 

He got his first taste of the wel- 
come prepared for him at the C.P.R. 
station. A large force of policemen 
was called upon to keep the people 
in line. As the train pulled in the 
bells in the-churches began to ring, 
while factory whistles sounded shrilly 
in the distance, in competition with 
the racuous notes of the scream of 
sirens on craft on the river. -The 
bells of St. George’s church, just op- 
posite the depot, played “See the 
Conquering Hero Comes” and then 
“God Bless the Prince of Wales.” 

A PICTURESQUE FIGURE 

Among those presented to him was 
Lieut. Patrick Mathews, fornierly of 
Dublin, Ireland, 98 years of age. The 
old soldier ‘presented a picturesque 
figure in his navy blue uniform of the 
days of the Crimea. He wore on his 
tunic the Crimean medal, the Indian 
medal, the Fenian raid medal, and a 
medal for marksmanship. 

The old veteran said to the prince: 
“I am the only remaining member of 
the bodyguard of your grandfather 
when he was here.” \ 

The prince took off his hat to the 
old goldier and shook his hand cordi- 
ally. 

CROWD OF THIRTY MILES 

The line of route followed through 
the city by the prince and his party 
took in all the best features of Mon-| 
treal’s business, residential and sight-| 
seeing sections. For the prince’s visit 
a rule which excludes automobiles 
from a very beautiful drive on Mount 
Royal was waived. The route was 


crowded with enthusiastic people 
along almost its thirty miles. 
At the Cartier monument, on 


Fletcher's field, the prince was pre- 
sented with the special medal struck 
in commemoration of the centennial 
of the great Canadian statesman and 
the celebrations being held here this 
week. His royal highness took a 
great interest in the new statue of 
Cartier, to be unveiled by cable by 
King George next Saturday. The 
statue has had a romantic career. It 
was in Brussels when the war broke. 
out, and was buried so that it would 
not fall into the hands of the Ger- 
ans. 

APPRECIATES SCENERY 
The prince was greatly charmed 
with the view obtainable from the 
lookout on Mount Royal. 

A: luncheon tendered to his royal 
highness by the city was served in a 
marquee nearby. The guests at the 
main table, a large anchor decorated 
with flowers, were Mayor Martin 
(presiding), the prince on his right, 
with Hon. C. J.’Doherty, minister of 
justice, and his grace Archbishop 
Bruchesi, on the mayor's left. There 
were about 100 other guests.

STOOD ON SOLID GROUND 


“On behalf of my country,” Sir 
Robert declared, amid cheers,“I stood 
firmly on the solid ground and in 
this, the greatest of all wars, in 
which the world’s liberty, the world’s 
justice, in short, the world's future 
destiny, were at stake, Canada had 
led the democracies of both the 
American continents. Her resolve 
had given inspiration. her sacrifices 
had been. conspicuous; her effort was 
unlimited to the end. The same in- 
domitable spirit which made her cap- 
able of that effort and sacrifice“made 
her equally incapable of accepting at 
the peace conference, in the league of 
nations or elsewhere, @ status infer- 
ior to that accorded to ngtions- less 
advanced in their development, less 
amply cndowed in wealth, resources 
and population, no more complete in 
their sovereignty, and far less con- 
spicuous in their sacrifice.” — ~

Canada, too, would stand out from 
a treaty assented to by the rest of 
the Empire. 


OPPOSITION EXPECTED 


Although the discussion was brief, 
it was’ evident that any opposition 
will centre around the league coven- 
ant. Under this members of the 
league undertake “to respect and pre- 
serve as against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and existing 
political independence of the mem- 
bers of the league.” 

Both Ernest Lapointe, Kamour- 
aski, and W. F. MacLean, South York, 
urged the importance of this article. 
There was the question how far it 
bound Canada to engage in _ furtlrer 
wars, and the members urged that 
time should be given to study the 
provisions of the treaty. Eventually 
the house adjourned until Thursday 
afternoon. 

Whether debate will then proceed 
on the address or on the _ peace 
treaty was not determined. Sir Rob- 
ert intimated that the government 
Wag ready to meet the wishes of the 
opposition in either course.

CARSON HAS NO HOPE FOR IRISH 
PEACE.

Belfast, Sept. 3.—Sir Edward Car- 
son, leader Of the Ulster Unionists, 
who has come to Belfast to open a 
new anti-home rule campaign, ad- 
dressing the Ulster Unionjsts in coun- 
cil today, declared that as far as Ire- 
land was concerned, colonial home 
rule was the same thing as the Sinn 
Fein and that to return to pre-war 
party politics was perfectly logical 
because there was nothing between 
union and separation. 

Sir Edward challenged the govern- 
ment to make an unequivocal declara 
tion whether it had anything in its 
mind bordering on the Sinn Fein and 
if not:to courageously let the world 
know that Great Britain would brook 
no interference, whether by agitation 
in the United States or the continent 
or elsewhere. 

Self determination was character- 
ized by Sir Edward as one of the most 
misleading phrases ever advocates. 
He asked if the United States would 
allow the southerners self-determin- 
ation or if Canada would © permit 
Quebec to have © self-determination. 
Declaring that he saw no prospect of 
a settlement of the pending issue 
with regard to Ireland, Sir Faword 
predicted the early collapse ‘of the 
coalition government and a _ return 
to pre-war party politics.
